Documents 3-8 & 11-13 are in the English language. The 
relevancy of the Non-English documents is explained below. 

Document 1 

In the Search Report for the German priority application 
Document 1 was cited as "A" category relevancy, mere technical 
background. Applicants are not aware of any English language 
document equivalent to or in the Patent Family of Document 1, 
other than an English language abstract which is attached below. 

The document discloses a device for standardized 
temperature exposition on the skin of patients with cold or hot 
urticaria based on use of the Peltier effect, comprises one or 
more temperature applicators (A) and a control and regulation 
unit (B) . The device comprises a metal, preferably aluminum, 
housing (1) with a temperature sensor (2) , Peltier elements (3) , 
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cooling ribs (4) and micro-ventilator (5) . The device operates 
at between 0 and 60 degrees C. 

Document 2 

In the Search Report for the German Priority Application 
Document 2 was cited as U D" and "Y" category relevancy to claims 
1, 2, 4-7, 10-12 & 16. Applicants are not aware of any English 
language equivalent document other than an English language 
abstract which is attached below. Document 10 is a Patent 
Family Member of Document 2. 

The document discloses the method of hot-cold treatment of 
migraine involves applying heat and cold for different time 
periods in seconds or minutes on the blood vessels, to reduce 
congestion and free nerve pathways. The method uses a head band 
(1) with hot and cold water or oil ducts (4) . The head band can 
have two pads (2) . 

Document 9 

Document 11 is an English language equivalent to Document 
9. Also attached below is an English language abstract. 

The document discloses a sequence of temperature variations 
are produced on a surface by a plurality of spatially separated 
thermoelectric means controlled by an electronic controller. 
Time control means produces a delay of at least sixty seconds 
between reversals of temperature gradient between two of the 
thermoelectric means. The invention has useful application on 
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the relief of pain in the skin. A microprocessor can be 
arranged to pre -program thermal pattern to be selected and the 
hot intensity, cold intensity and time delay between sequences 
can also be selected. Patterns of temperature variation include 
checkerboard patterns, hot and cold waves, alternating left and 
right and side temperature changes, etc. 

Document 10 

Document 10 is a Patent Family Member of Document 2.
